Removing these also seems to require removing 
the pointer's drive cord. I'm trying to avoid any unneeded 
disassembly! Can anybody offer some tips on how to remove the drum?

Speaking of R-388s, I picked one up at the Cedar Rapids hamfest this weekend 
that has a mechanical filter adapter installed. Anyone know which filters 
were supposed to be used? I think it has 500 and 3.1 kc filters installed, 
with one blank position. Filter selection is done with a metal tab like the 
5134 except it's located behind the BFO tuning knob. Was this a 
field-installed option? The filter position marking appears to be 
screen-printed on the front panel, at least it matches the rest of the 
lettering very closely. 


The name tag is missing however, so if anyone happens to have a spare R-388 
tag or knows if reproductions are available, I'd appreciate knowing.

I think what you might have is an R-388A/URR. I've had several people tell 

me that a few were built before the R-390's came on line, although I have never 
myself seen one. Or it might be a modified 513-2 (S/N 501 or above) or 

513-3. I have the modification instructions for the kit made for the 51J's which 
is I think the same for the R-388. It uses two 6BA6's, is mounted just to the 
left of the PTO (as seen from the front panel), and the filters that were 
available for it were F500B-14, F500B-31 and F500B-60, which are 1.4, 3.1 and 6.0 
KC respectively.

that has a mechanical filter adapter installed. Anyone know which filters 
were supposed to be used? I think it has 500 and 3.1 kc filters installed, 
with one blank position. Filter selection is done with a metal tab like the 
5134 except it's located behind the BFO tuning knob. Was this a 
field-installed option? The filter position marking appears to be 
screen-printed on the front panel, at least it matches the rest of the 
lettering very closely. 


The name tag is missing however, so if anyone happens to have a spare R-388 
tag or knows if reproductions are available, I'd appreciate knowing.
